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'Nixon Insisted, on Amchitka’ 


Gov. Reagan says Presi- 
dent Nixon told him he was 
prepared to disobey the U.S. 
vSupreme Court if the court 
ordered a halt to the Am- 
chitka nuclear test last No- 
vember. 

The court did not order a 
halt to the controversial un- 
derground test of a nuclear 
device and it was held in the 


Aleutians after objections 
from environmentalists 
who feared a possible earth- 
quake which did not occur. 

“The president said to me, 
‘EJven if the Supreme Court 
ruled that I could not do it, I 
have determined that as 
commander in chief it is my 
responsibility a nd I am 
going to do it anyway,' 


Reagan told the 39th annual 
convention of the California 
Republican Assembly Satur- 
day night in Palo Alto. 

Reagan also said Nixon 
told him, “I haven’t re- 
ceived a single card or letter 
by anyone supporting” the 
test, although he received 
many opposing it. 

The. governor then urged 

members of the volunteer, 
group to write, Nixon sup- 
porting the renewed bomb- 
ing of North Vietnam.
